Manchurian Troops Attack

ed their fire, and loter, though 
heavily outnumbered, took the 

offensive.

‘Artillery Heard.

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The British Association, 


S renders may be aware, the ‘British Association for the Ad- 
A vancement of Science marks its Centenary this year, and the 
celebrations are to be held in London; the first of'a series of meet- 
ings taking place during the coming week. The centenary meeting 
ix to be presided over by General J. C. Smuts from South: Aftica, 
and among those who are to speak and read papers are Sir James 
Jeans and Sir Arhur Keith. The former is to speak on “Reyond the 
Milky Way.” and the litter on “The Construction of Man's Family 
Tree.” It would seem from the titles of these papers that the Asso- 
cintion this yeu may be entertained to addresses of a nature philo- 
rophical rather than of the wonted highly scientific and technical. 

The Association came into being some time in 1831, and its 
firat meeting was held that year in York, ? ny Jeading men of the 
age took part in its formation, but the Pauaer of the Association 
was Sir David Brewster, the eminent Scottish physicist and inventor 
of the kaleidoscope. 
Association was the belief thut Britain had fallen behind other 
countries, both as to the general estimation in which her scientific 
men were held, and the prosccution of science itself. In Britain, 
especially, Scien¢e was thought to be on. the decline. The Assecta- 


oe 


ee 


British scientists, and full well furthered the cause of science and 
encouraged its prosecution, 

The objects of the Association are “to give a stronger impulse 
antl a more systematic direction to sclentfic enquiry; and to promote 
an intercourse of those who cultivate science in different parts of 
the British Empire with one another and with foreign philosophers.” 
That it has succeeded very largely in doing this is not to be dis- 
puted, and what is more, ay the years have gone by, it has roused 
public interest in its affaires and doings. This interest, which was 
firat of the nature curious, is to-day palpitating more, and ever 
more, With intelligence as. the great body public realises that 
“Science ts organised knowledge.” 

Inthe Association's century many epoch-making discoveries 
have heen brought to light. And many of these have completely 
xevolukionised — saientific — thought, Among those’ which 
&tand out as beacons of light in that long corridor of time are, the 
Darwinian theory, discoveries in astronomy, and discoveries about 
the nature of the atom. These have exercised a profound effect on 


Huxley said, in respect of the Darwinian theory, of which he was a 
stout champion, “for some years-it was undoubtedly warm work.” 
We may appreciate this, if we bear in mind the fact that Darwin’s 


orthodox Victorianism and fixed religious beliefs, 

The most famous meeting of the British Association was, per- 
haps, that held at Oxford in 1860, when the Darwinian theory was 
discussed. It wag famous not alone for the subject matter of the 
discussion, but for the memorable encounter between T. H. Huxley 
and Bishop Wilberforce. There was an audience of somé 700 people, 
amt excitement and passion reached a height which no other mect- 
ing had hitherto ratsed. . : 

After several antagonists in turn had defended’ and assailed 
the Darwinian theory, the Bishop rose. His speech had no scientific 
yalue; it was plain he had been ‘crammed up to the throat’; he ridi- 
culed Dacwin badly and Huxley savagely, ‘Turning ta Huxley with 
a smiling ingolence, he begged to know, was it through his grand- 
father or his grandmother that he claimed his descent from a 
moukey? Huxley turned to a man sitting beside him and, striking 
his land upon his knee, excluimed, 'The Lord hath delivered him 
into mine hands. When he came to deal with the Bishop in his 
speech. THuxtev said: “Tf this question is treated, not as a mutter 
for the calm investigation of sclence, but as a matter of sentiment, 
and if [am usked whether [ would choose to be descended from 
the poor animal of low intelligence and stooping gait, who grins and 
chautters as: we pass, or from a MAN, endowed with great ability 
and 1 spiendid position, who would use these gifts to discredit, and 
crush humble seekers after truth, T hesitate what answer to make.”
